mitted in respect to their road worthiness. 
he drivers and conductors must be men of 
‘ood character and vouched for as to com- 
petency and character. Regulations were 
drafted in 1925 for the purpose of obtaining 
further powers in regard to the testing of 
brakes, constructional dimensions and salety 
devices, and were submitted for approval. 
Out of 691 summonses issued in 1925, 227 
were against stage carriage people, 78 against 
the proprietors, 40 against the drivers and 
139 against conductors. 

Probably 90 per cent. of the stage carriages 
licensed were not more than three years in 
use. Out of the 170 applications for licences 
during the current year, seven were refused 
lor Stage carriages and 80 were put back for 
minor alterations. Licences were not issued 
indiscriminately or in regard to routes, and 
all proprietors were treated alike.

If every child who 
left school were a proficient speaker of 
Irish there would still be need of voluntary 
effort to encourage the use of the language 
among the people. The schools might tench 
it, but they could not force the pupils to 
speak it after their school days were over. 
They can only be induced to speak it by 
the creation of an Irish-lreland atmosphere 
and by a continued a to patriotic senti- 
ment, which could only come from voluntary 
effort such as that of the Gaelic League, 
of the Fainne, and of the several Feisanna 
throughout the country. 

In many respects the danger of the com- 
plete stemming of or nati characteristics 
was greater now than ever; for the foreign 
Press was more widely diffused among us. 
The cinema was Cr to. bring very vivid 
representations of foreign manners and 
customs before our people, and the radio 
would bring foreign music and the pro- 
agation of foreign ideals to the very 
earts of the people. Those new inventions 
had, of course, their uses, but they had also 
their disadvantages as being new and power- 
ful agencies of anti-nationalism and, perhaps 
of denationalisation. Hence the cöntinu 
need of such voluntary organisations as the 
Feis Committees to rally all that was best 
in our people to the support of the national 
language and ali our Gaelic games, music 
and customs. 

ose who took part in such movements 
were not merely doing a great service to the 
nation, but to themselves as well. It was 
his experience that the Gaelic movement, 
true to its motto and what was best among 
our young people and the ideals that it 
set before them often proved a powerful anti- 
dote to the pleasure-seeking spirit of the 
time. The movement and its ideals exercised 
an alleviating influence on the youn 
who tóok part in it, and hence was 
of support, not merely because of its value 
to the nation, but of the good influence it 
exercised upon the young people who

FAILS. 

The question of a 'bus proprietor’s respon- 
sibility through his time-table for ended. 
ing " arose at Londonderry Quarter Sessions, 
when an appeal was brought by H. M. 8.

the Limavady magistrates in a prosecution 
brought against him by District Inspector 
Coote for aiding and abetting James p- 
bell, the driver of one of the Cat her wood 
"buses, to exceed the speed limit.

paricular time. There was no evidence. that 
the appellant had aided or abetted Campbell 
at the point where the bus was 6 y 
the police. The mileage for the w run 
between Coleraine and Derry worked ont at 
38 per hour. | 

Mr. Young, Crown Solicitor, for the police 
said that the statement made by Campbell 
when stopped, that he was making up 
time, was an important factor in he case. 
What did Campbell mean by that if he was 
not trying to maintain a timetable? The 
case, which was one of the first of its kind, 
was a most important one. Hitherto, only 
the drivers of motor ‘buses had been 
prosecuted, but the people who were really 
responsible for the speed were the people 
who made it incumbent on their drivers to 
drive at a speed exceeding the limit, and if 
they could not be made amenable, the inten- 
tion of the statute would be defeated.

CHIEF OFFICER’S EVIDENCE. 


Mr. J. T. Frankland, Derry Cathedral 
organist, said that he was on hig way to the 
Cathedral and was in Magazine street when 
the Guildhall clock struck four.

John O'Neill, carpenter, who erected the 
partition, said that it included a door. If a 
person had known how the partition was 
constructed he could have pulled it down 
easily by pulling it towards him. Pushing 
it only made it tighter. The partition was 
fairly substantial.

He could not go by Carlisle 
road because Ferryquay street was up. 

Replying to Councillor Bigger Lynch said 
that he had no intention of taking the engine 
up Shipquay street. He had never seen it go 
up that street. 

THE MAN IN CHARGE. 

Councillor Bigger—Were you afraid to take 
her up Shipquay street; you are a motor 
mechanic, and you. should know whether she 
would: go up or not?—I am a navvy, mot & 
motor mechanic. I have never taken the 
engine up Shipquay street or Waterloo street. 
On one occasion, when there wads a fire in 
Richmond street or Castle street, we had to 
stop. I was, not going to chance going up 
Shipquay street and maybe kill four or five 
e'on the engine. 

Replying to erman McGlinchey, Lynch 
said that the man in charge of the station 
was not there at the time. He should have 
taken the engine. 

Alderman. McGlinche —Where was the man 
in charge —l do not know. The bells were 
rung, and he should have been there. If I 
am not there, I know I will the sack.

These lessons 
lead naturally to instruction on fruit and 
seeds, wherein, as in the lessons on the 
soil, the rudiments of agricultural science 
are suggested. Observation of birds and 
other animals is prescribed, and the names 
of forty-four wild birds are set forth, all of 
which children are to be taught to recog- 
nise. The feeding of wild birds during the 
winter “ might be recommended. 

| the killing of birds is necessary it should 
be carried out in the most humane manner 
practicable; ard the wrongfulness of 
throwing stones at birds, robbing their 
nests, or otherwise injuring them should 
be inculcated.” —  . 

A syllabus of second year’s study carries 
the subject from the general to the 
particular. Vegetable life is observed in 
its various branches, and its relation with 
animal life is remarked.

Latin Unawares. 


Monsieur Jourdain was a proud man 
when he learnt, for the first time, that 
he had been talking prose all his life. 
His pride was nothing, however, to the 
pride of Mr. Moses Noz, a native of 
Poland, when he was given to believe 
that he was talking English. This anxiety 
to become master of a well of English 
undefiled was not due to literary 
enthusiasm. Some twenty years ago his 
brother Abraham settled in London, and 
has become a wealthy man. He invited 
Moses, who is poor in the world's goods, 
to join him there, but stipulated that 
he must learn English. Moses, nothing 
loth, looked about in the town oí Radom, 
Poland, for an English tutor, and found 
him, as he thought, in a student called 
Mruz. Alter three months of honest 
study Mr. Mruz’s pupil informed his 
brother in London that his English was 
perfect, and Abraham came to meet him 
in Poland. When the brothers met, 
Moses exclaimed proudly: Salve, 


Abraham, frater tuus Moses te = 


Quid novi in familia nostra!“ He pro- 
ceeded thus in fluent and well-knit Latin, 
which conveyed no meaning, unfor- 
tunately, to the astonished Londoner. It 
seems that the student Mruz, needing 
money and knowing no English, had made 
his pupil an adept, not in Johnson 's, but 
in Ciceros, tongue. After due explana- 
tions two minds, it may he believed, had 
but a single thought—the whereabouts of 
Mruz. The affair is being brought to 
the courts, but Mruz may claim some 
leniency for a trick which might have 
been played ty a wandering scholar of 
the middi@ ages. Apparently, he did 
not scamp his work—unlike some 
“professors’’ who guarantee personal 
beauty or the command of languages in 
twenty lessons. Moses Noz possesses, 


willy-nilly, a key to the literatures of | 


Western Europe. His brother, no doubt, 
will make allowance for his simplicity, 
and when he begins to learn English in 
earnest he will find. in this preliminary 
brush with Latinity a distinct help to 
rapid progress. Certainly he has not 
fared so badly as another Moses, who 
sold the family horse to a stranger for a 


gross of green spectacles.

London's Traffic Problem. 


Dublin's traffic problem is serious, but 
London's traffic problem is stupendous. 
Considered from either of its two aspects 
volume and finance—it presents the most 
formidable difficulties. In 1860 forty 
million passengers were carried by public 
vehicles within a radigs of twenty-five 
miles of Charing Cross. In 1920 the 
number was 2,800,000,000; five yéars 
later it was 3,252,000,000, and an expert 
estimate for 1930 is 4,000,000,000. These 
figures take no account of private vehicles, 
which, ranging from pedal bicycles to 
Rolls Royce cars, occupy the streets in 
vast swarms. Early and drastic relief of 
the existing congestion must be found if 
London's traffic is not to perish through 
its own weight, Moréover, since the com- 
petition between the varicus systems is 
unregulated and uneconomic, some of 
them. are being conducted at a heavy loss. 
The London County Counci! lost a quarter 
of a million pounds on its tramways in 
the past financial year; and nearly all the 
other tramways within the utr >politen 
Without some 
readjustment of the financial situation no 
extension of the tube railways or of other 
traffic facilities can be contemplated. 
These are the circumstances in which the 
London Traffic Advisory Committee has 
invited the Government’s support for a 
bold scheme of reform. The Committee 
scouts the suggestion that permanent 
relief can be found in the restriction of 
omnibuses, and it holds that the tram- 
ways are indisperisable during the peak 
hours of daily traffic. Its scheme is 
based on three principles.

It has not quite come to 
that, but the results already achieved are 
sufficiently wonderful. Mr. J. L. Baird is 
one of the outstanding pioneers in tele- 
vision, but in Germany, France and 
America experts in physics and mechanics 
also are at work, approaching the problem 
in different ways. The investigators are 
seeking to split the scene which they wish 
to transmit into tiny parts—to be flashed 
out, one after another, into space. These 
flashes are received as squares upon a 
screen, and, the smaller the squares, the 


finer will be the picture. So far only 


rough pictures, made up of squares which 
are much too large, have been exhibited, 
and it is questionable if any mechanism 
éan be devised that would send a repre- 
sentation as clear as moving pictures. 
Some authorities, like Professor A. M. 
Low, think that research has begun at the 
wrong end, and that investigators ought 
to start over again. Persistence and 
ingenuity may surmount the obstacles 
which now prevent perfect television, but, 
even if they fail, the spectacle of an in- 
cident that is taking place some hundreds 
or thousands of miles away is not one 
which soon will lose its thrill.

GOVERNMENT’S ATTITUDE 


CRITICISED. 


At a meeting of the Council of the Royal

THE AVERAGE, | 
—— 
BLIGHT DEVASTATING 
THE HARVEST. 

From most parts of England reports 
have been received by the Ministry of 
Agriculture that blight is devastating the 
potato harvest. An official of the 
Ministry told a Press representative that 
the blight flourishes more in wet weather, 
and this year, therefore, is more than 
usually serious. The degree of -the blight 
varies from field to field, according to the 
lie of the land. Where fields are water- 
logged, of course, the potatoes are 
swamped. The average yield for the whole 
country is much lower this year. 

A representative of the Home Counties 
Wholesale Fruiterers’ Association. said: 
There is much crop yet to be lifted, but 
the condition of the land after all this 
bad weather tells its own story. You have 
only to take a journey from the North to 
London to judge from the watery land- 
scape what is happening to the roots in the 
fields.’’ . 

The English climate’s final blow, its 
attack on the potato harvest, was one of 
the topics of conversation at the National 
Farmers’ Union offices yesterday. The 
incidence of the disease varies very much, 
an official said, but it is fairly general. 
Its total effect on the crop cannot yet be 
ascertained.

MIRACULOUS ESCAPE OF MINER AN 

HIS FAMILY. 

A miner named Pickoski, with his wife 
and child, had a miraculous escape. Their 
house tumbled into the cavity while they 
were asleep, falling forty feet, but they 
clambered out of the ruins and reached the 
surface uninjured. 

The railway officials state that at least 
a month will elapse before railway com- 
munication can be restored. ; 

The Worthington mine has been in 
operation for the past seventeen years, and 
is one of the oldest nickel properties in the 
district. The collapse is presumed to 
have been due to the extent of the under- 
ground workings. 

The officials of the Mond Nickel Com- 
pany state that the monetary loss to the 
company will not be heavy, because, in 
any event, the mine would have been 
abandoned in the near future. The miners 
employed, numbering 170, will be trans- 
ferred to anothe# mine, and the village 
will not be rebuilt.

To-day's discussion was regarded by the 
Executive. as the most important of the 
week. The programme as outlined by 
the Executive is too moderate for the 
Left Wing and the ardent Socialists, some 
of whom indignantly protested to-day 
against the omission of a full-blooded 
Socialist policy. The extremists, how- 
ever, did not challenge a division, and 
the Executive was authorised to lay down 
a programme without a dissentient vote. 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, Mr. Ernest 
Bevin and other leaders urged the neees- 
sity for a practical programme, as opposed 
to one of dreams and idealism. It is 
probable that when the various subjects 
to be embodied ih the programme are 
reached there will be opposition, particu- 


_larly on the sur-tax proposal and the 
‘abandonment of the capital levy. 


THE RESOLUTION. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald was cheered 
when he rose, on behalf of the Executive, 
to move :— This conference, in view of 
the forthcoming general election and the 
need for defining the principal issues on 
which the electors will be asked to decide, 
instruets the National Executive, im con- 
sultation with the Executive of the Par- 
liamentary Labour Party, to prepare a 
statement for submission to the next 
annual conference, or, if practicable, a 
special conference, setting forth the broad 
proposals which have from time to time 
been approved by the party conference, 
and which would constitute a programme 
of legislative and administrative action 
for a Labour Government. 

Mr. Macdonald said that their only 
complaint about the general election was 
that it had been far too long delayed. 
They had got a Government in power that 
belonged rather to the limpet species of 
humanity. It had got office and power, 
and, in spite of the fact that it never did 
anything more than represent a consider- 
able minority in the country, it proposed 
to drain its cup of authority to the very 
bottom, to protect its own class interests, 
and to make good the sort of legislation 
which had characterised its period of 
office.
